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Investigations, recall may 
effect local vehicle owners 


® NHTSA looks into 
tire safety complaints 
and coil spring breakage

Two investigations by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) may have 
direct effect on local drivers. One 
investigation concerns the highly 
publicized Firestone tire recall; the 
other concerns some late model Ford 
minivans. 

On August 9, the NHTSA 
received word that Firestone and 
Bridgestone tire manufacturers have 
joined efforts with Ford Motor 
Company to recall a total of 14.4 
million tires. The recall concerns 
Firestone ATX tires, size 
P235/75R15. made from 1991 to the 
present and Wilderness AT tires, size 
P235/75R15, made between 1996 
and the present, manufactured at 
Firestone’s Decatur, Illinois plant. 

According to the NHTSA, most of 
the tires involved with the recall 
were original equipment on Ford 
vehicles, primarily the Explorer 
models. Other Ford trucks, as well 
as some vehicles manufactured by 
other car makers were also original- 
ly equipped with the tires. 

The NHTSA reports that over 200 
accidents, numerous injuries and at 
least 46 deaths may be related to the 
alleged faulty tires. The tires are 
reported to have failed when tread 
unexpectedly peeled off of them, 
causing some vehicles to rollover on 
the highway. 

Because most complaints regard- 
ing the listed tires have come from 
southern states, the recall has been 
prioritized to begin with tire owners 
in Texas, California, Florida and 
Arizona. Tires will be replaced with 
new ones manufactured at plants 
other than the Decatur plant. 

The recall will move northward as 
replacement tires are made avail- 
able. Ford is currently in the process 
of mailing an interim notification to 
owners of vehicles equipped with 
the tires involved in the recall 
explaining the risks of driving on the 
tires until replacements are available 
as well as services Ford can offer. 

Firestone has set up a toll-free 
hotline number for tire owners with 
questions: that number is 1-800- 
465-1904. Ford has also set up a 
hotline for Ford owners only; that 
number is 1-800-660-4719. Ford 


also welcomes emails regarding the 
tires at: tireinquiry @ ford.com. 

The NHTSA will continue to 
investigate any complaints about the 
tires and will be monitoring the 
recall process. 

On June 23, the NHTSA opened 
an investigation after receiving more 
than 10 complaints from Ford 
Windstar minivan owners regarding 
problems with sudden breakage of 
front suspension coil springs in 
1995-1998 models. 

Most complaints have come from 
what the NHTSA terms as “wintery 
weather states,” and are investigat- 
ing the possibility that road salt may 
play a part in premature corrosion of 
the coil springs. The investigation, 
which will take about six months to 
complete, will also look into the 
possibility that the coil springs may 
have been defective at the time of 
original installation on the assembly 
line. 

Some Windstar owners have 
reported to the NHTSA that they 
have been advised by Ford parts 
departments the coil springs are on 
back order at the national level, leav- 
ing some without their vehicles from 
two to four weeks while awaiting 
parts and repairs. 

Complaints regarding the front 
suspension coil spring breakage, on 
both the left and right side of the 
vehicles, are still being accepted by 
the NHTSA toll-free at 1-888-327- 
4236 or at their web site (see below). 
Also, a complaint should be filed 
with Ford’s Customer Service at 1- 
800-392-FORD. 

So far, no injuries have been dis- 
covered to have occurred due to the 
problem. Most drivers have report- 
ed traveling at low speeds when 
breakage occurred and some have 
reported tire punctures caused by the 
broken coil springs. 

Anyone suspecting a defect or 
experiencing a problem with a motor 
vehicle that may effect the safety of 
drivers, passengers and fellow 
motorists, should file a complaint 
with the NHTSA and the manufac- 
turer. A complaint to the NHTSA 
may be the first step toward a recall 
of a defective part or system on any 
vehicle, foreign or domestic. 

The NHTSA follows up on every 
complaint received and provides 
consumer information regarding 
cars, trucks, child seats, highway 
and traffic safety at their hotline 
number and at www.nhtsa.dot.gov.

Crawford and Dickinson counties 
and the Wayne County Kercheval- 
Townsend and Maddelein districts 
reached zero for the first time in 
August, while the others reached 
zero at least one time prior to the 
first week of August.

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Phone bills to reflect 
911 increase in October

On August 8, county voters over- 
whelmingly approved an increase in 
the 911 telephone service operation 
surcharge, from 46 cents to about 
$2.75 per month. The vote received 
nearly 70% approval and will gen- 
erate enough funds to allow the 
county’s 911 Dispatch Center to 
operate independent of county 
funding. 

Currently, there are approximate- 
ly 9,400 billable telephone lines in 
Crawford County. The number of 
billable lines fluctuates from month 
to month and season to season as 
people move in and out of the coun- 
ty and part year residents temporar- 
ily shut off or reactivate phone ser- 
vice. 

As of October 1, phone customers 
can expect their bills to reflect the 
increase, and 911 will begin to col- 
lect funds toward operational 
expenses and equipment upgrades. 

Emergency Management and 911 
Director Larry Akers has already 


begun to look into the purchase of 
new equipment that would take the 
Center’s equipment from the pre- 
sent anaiog or taped recordings to 
new digital technology. Akers said 
the digital equipment will save the 
county thousands when tapes no 
longer have to be purchased. 

Approval of the increase will free 
up approximately $166,000 of 
county general fund monies, allow- 
ing the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to address the ani- 
mal control issue, hire another cor- 
rections officer for the county jail, 
hire a bailiff to free road patrol offi- 
cers from court duty, pay for addi- 
tional training of deputies, and 
acquire additional jail monitoring 
equipment. 

The County Board will review the 
needs of 911 on an annual basis and 
have the ability to lower the sur- 
charge when expenses decrease, 
most likely after all new equipment 
is purchased. Renewal of the sur- 
charge will be brought to the voters 
for consideration after four years. 


Passage of library millage 
is ‘wonderful, wonderful’

new library in Crawford County. 

Crawford County Library Board 
President Terry Wright said, “I think 
I can speak for the entire board when 
I say we are very happy and anxious 
to get started on the new library.” 

Wright said the Library Board is 
discussing the possibility of holding 
a ceremonial groundbreaking some- 
time this fall. Actual construction of 
the library more than likely won't 
begin until spring. Architectural 
engineering drawings are expected 
to be completed within a few 
months. 

Half-million dollar donor Leslie 
Devereaux said she is thrilled to 
pieces to hear the news of the pro- 
posal’s passage. “It’s wonderful, 
wonderful!” she exclaimed. 

Devereaux remarked if some 
Crawford County residents can’t 
envision the asset a new library will 
be to the community, then all they 
have to do is wait until it opens. The 
donor added the library will be a 
wonderful memorial for her family. 


Devereaux, who uses a wheel- 
chair, decided to make the huge 
donation because she said she was 
flabbergasted the first time she visit- 
ed the Crawford County Library to 
find it so tiny and unaccessible to the 
handicapped. Now, she said, she 
looks forward to a'spacious, bright 
and cheerful library, where the base- 
ment doesn’t leak and there are com- 
puters to use, especially by those 
who cannot afford one of their own. 

“People will find a whole new 
world right at their fingertips when 
they go on-line and visit the 
Internet,” said Devereaux. 
“Everyone should have access to the 
Internet. This certainly should 
help.” 

When the ribbon is cut on the 
Devereaux Memorial Crawford 
County Library, Leslie plans on 
being there and looks forward to 
meeting the community. 

The Crawford County Library 
Bond Proposal is a 15-year millage 
at .45 mills (45 cents per $1,000 tax- 
able value of real and tangible per- 
sonal property). The millage is not 
to exceed $1.5 million for the pro- 
ject. Taxes will begin to be levied on 
this winter’s county property tax bill.

Law enforcement officers prepared to 
seek out and destroy illegal harvest 


State Police officials and the 
Traverse Narcotics Enforcement 
Team (TNT) have announced the 
start of Operation HEMP 2000 
(Help _—_— Eliminate Marijuana 
Planting) in the northern Michigan 
area. Operation HEMP 2000 is a 
law enforcement initiative aimed at 
efadicating illegally grown marijua- 
na in Michigan. 

TNT officers will be joined by 
state troopers, sheriff's deputies, 
and local law enforcement officers 
in their efforts to locate and seize 
marijuana plants. Officers will be 
seeking out both outdoor and indoor 
grow operations. Similar Operation 
HEMP enforcement efforts are 
scheduled throughout the state. 

“Michigan has become an 
increasingly popular state for grow- 
ing marijuana because of its fertile 
soil and remote hidden sites,” said 
State Police Detective Lieutenant 
Harvie Jarriell, coordinator of 
Operation HEMP. “The street value 
of marijuana results in a very prof- 
itable cash crop and results in drug 
dealers stealing the use of land from 
unsuspecting farmers and land own- 
ers, including state owned land.” 

With the ideal growing conditions 
experienced this spring, authorities 
anticipate an early harvest of mari- 
juana and are asking the public and 
land owners to look for several signs 
that would indicate the presence of 
an outdoor or indoor grow opera- 
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tion. Individuals who believe they 
have information on either type of 
operation are asked to call a special 
hotline report number, 1-800-235- 
HEMP to report information. Calls 
to the hotline number are confiden- 
tial. 

Indicators of possible outdoor 
grow operations include: unusual 
amounts of traffic on and off the 
property (usually at night); use of 
tents, campers, or other recreational 
vehicles on wooded property with 
no evidence of recreational activi- 
ties taking place; unusual purchases 
of fertilizer, garden hose, plastic 
PVC pipe, chicken wire, lumber. 
machetes, camouflage netting and 
clothing; large amounts of PVC 
Pipe or irrigation hose in heavily 
wooded areas; and heavily patrolled 
or guarded woods, swamps and 
other remote areas. 

Indicators of possible indoor 
grow operations include: buildings 
or greenhouses where structures 
would not normally be (i.e. heavily 
wooded land); unreasonable or fluc- 
tuating high and low utility bills 
indicative of power theft; scaled or 
covered doors and windows; exces- 
sive use of ventilation and air condi- 
tioning systems: existence of gener- 
ators, large tanks or supplies of 
water, portable heaters, extension 
cords, heat lamps and fans. and 
heavily secured areas. 

“The presence and pressure 
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brought on by indoor and outdoor 
grow operations brings the public 
even closer to the dangers of drug 
growers. dealers. and users.” contin- 
ues Detective Lieutenant Jarriell. 
“Marijuana growers are commonly 
involved in multicriminal activities. 
Because of the increasing »ireet 
valué of marijuana. the incentive to 
protect their crop and to rob other 
grow siles can expose unsuspecting 
recreational land users to danger.” 

State Police officials warn that 
anyone coming across an indoor or 
outdoor site should leave the «rea 
immediately and notify police or 
call the HEMP hotline umber. 

Operation HEMP 1999 saw an 
increase in the number of outdoor 
and indoor plants discovered as well 
as an increase in the number of 
weapons coniiscated and arrests 
made. as a result of illegal grow 
operations. Funding for Operation 
HEMP is provided through the 
Federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration.

FOR ONE THING, Republicans won’t 
let Mr. Clinton fade softly into the political 
sunset.

For another, the media won't let Mr. 
Clinton disappear, They can’t. He’s still 
president. he’s still important to the nation, 


and he’s still news. Later this month, Mr. 
Clinton is scheduled for official visits to 
Nigeria and Colombia. That’s not fading 
from the limelight. Also the “Clinton lega- 
cy” still has to be established, and the con- 
tinuing search will demand public attention, 
too. 

Then there's Mr. Clinton himself. His 
political history does not indicate Bill 
Clinton is capable of curling up into a self- 
contained ball and being content on the 
sidelines. 

Bill Clinton likely will end up in the thick 
of the presidential race ... and for good 
measure, in the thick of the campaign to 
elect his wife to the U.S. Senate in New 
York, too. 

Finally, Al Gore won’t let Bill Clinton 
disappear. Democrats consider the econom- 
ic record of the administration during the 
last eight years as a huge political asset. And 
who was in charge? Bill Clinton, not Al 
Gore.

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FAQ’s answered by County Chair

To the citizens 
County: 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has asked their 
chair to respond to some frequently 
asked questions. 

Question: Why did the Board of 
Commissioners establish a com- 
pensation commission? 

Answer: In the recent past. elect- 
ed officials of Crawford County 
went without any pay increase for a 
number of years. In 1998, the Board 
of Commissioners voted to slash the 
compensation of the next Board by 
65%, Early in 2000. the Board of 
Commissioners decided to increase 
the salary of the Prosecutor in return 
for his services on a full titne basis. 
The Board recognized that the com- 
pensation levels for the County's 
elected officials needed to be evalu- 
ated. The Board also felt that those 
compensation levels should not be 
evaluated by any governmental offi- 
cial, but by members of the public. 
Hence. a committee of non-govern- 
mental citizens was established to 
review and set the compensation 
levels of their elected officials. 

These levels were established by 
comparing Crawford County with 
like counties and their compensa- 
tion levels. As for the Board of 
Commissioners, they averaged 
$10.540 in salary, per diem. and 
mileage in 1998. For the years of 


of Crawford 


1999 and 2000 a Commissioner's 
salary was $4.200 in salary only. No 
per diems or mileage were paid to 
any Commissioners during those 
two years. The compensation com- 
mittee has set the salary of a 
Commissioner for the year 2001 
and 2002 at $7,000. 

Questions: What is the County’s 
staffing level of the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Department? 

Answer: The Sheriff's depart- 
ment currently employs 24 people, 
not counting the Sheriff or 
Undersheriff. This total includes: 
two secretaries, one detective, nine 
corrections officers. five road offi- 
cers and seven officers on grant. Of 
the officers on grant. two are strict- 
ly traffic patrol officer, one can 
work road patrol in Grayling 
Township only, one is the DARE 
officer, one works for the STING 
program. and two are assigned to 
work with juvenile issues only. All 
of these grants require local match- 
ing money ranging from 25% to 
50% of the total cost. 

Question: What will the recently 
approved ballot proposal for 911 
do for Crawford County? 

Answer: The auditors for 
Crawford County have informed us 
that central dispatch is to be separat- 
ed into its own fund based on the 

Michigan Department of Treasury 
guidelines. Meaning. that no gener- 
al fund money is to be used to offset 
non-facility expenses of this depart- 
ment.

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The recently passed ballot pro- 
posal means that no general fund 
money will be used towards the 
expenses of central dispatch. It also 
means that the county can not use 
any of the money from this sur- 
charge for anything other than cen- 
tral dispatch. This will allow central 
dispatch enough money for equip- 
ment upgrades and the addition of 
needed staffing. This will also help 
the county’s general fund. 

The money that was used to keep 
central dispatch operating will now 
be used in other areas. The Board of 
Commissioners has already agreed 
to use this money in five areas: an 
animal control program, a correc- 
tions officer (upon the recommen- 
dation of the Michigan Department 
of Corrections) a court bailiff (so 
deputies are not being used for court 
security), needed training within the 
sheriff's department, and additional 
security equipment for the jail. 


Hopefully, this will answer some 
of the questions that the citizens of 
our community have expressed 
recently. It is my intention to submit 
a viewpoint every so often when 
questions arise, Until then, you are 
more than welcome to attend our 
board meeting on the third 
Wednesday of each month, or to 
contact your individual commis- 
sioner. It is important that each of 
you know that we welcome your 
concerns and are here to serve all of 
you. 
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Package offers security for senior citizens

There is much talk these days 
about the price of prescription 
drugs, in particular for senior citi- 
zens, many of whom take a number 
of medications, have a limited 
income, and:have little or no insur- 
ance to help them. And there are 
plenty of concerns about senior 
health care in general including 
nursing home needs, Medicaid 
reimbursement and overall insur- 
ance coverage. 

My Democratic ‘colleagues and I 
decided the talk has gone on long 
enough and something has got to be 
done. That’s why we have proposed 
a sweeping agenda for retirement 
security. 

Our plan has five components: 
affordable prescription drugs, inde- 
pendent living, quality health care, 
HMO reform and nursing home 
reform. Here’s a look at them in 
more detail: 

Prescriptions: Seniors 60 and 
older would receive half off their 
out-of-pocket expenses at the phar- 
macy counter. Dubbed 
“pharMIgap’” after the “Medigap” 
supplemental insurance program, 
this plan would save the average 
senior in Michigan $205 a year, half 
of the $410 he or she spends, on 
average, on prescription drugs. 

Independent Living; No person 
wants to live in a nursing home, so 
my colleagues and I are supporting 
a tax deduction of $1,500 for grown 


children who provide services to 
keep their elderly parents out of 
institutionalized long-term care. 

We also support providing $10 
million to Area Agencies on Aging 
to help fund the Homecare Options 
for Michigan’s Elders (HOME) pro- 
gram, which provides services that 
help seniors who aren’t eligible for 
Medicaid to live independently. 

Quality Health Care: 
Recognizing its deficit, House 
Democrats would put $300 million 
into the Medicaid system to keep 
hospitals open, improve nursing 
homes and allow physicians to con- 
tinue to accept elderly Medicaid-eli- 
gible patients. Medicaid is grossly 
underfunded, and many seniors rely 
on it for their health care. We cannot 
continue to allow this vital program 
to diminish. 

HMO Reform: Changing doc- 
tors is often a traumatic experience, 
both physically and emotionally. 
Our plan would allow HMO sub- 
scribers who are 65 and older to 
keep their current doctor for life, 
even if the doctor ends his or her 
affiliation with the HMO. 

This would also apply to HMO 
subscribers who have a terminal ill- 
ness, serious chronic illness or can- 
cer. 

Also, HMOs would be required to 
pay for treatment that a doctor 
determines is medically necessary. 
This would put medical decisions in 
the hands of doctors and patients, 
not insurers. 


Nursing Homes: When children 
must make the decision to move a 
loved one to a nursing home, they 
should never have to worry that the 
family member’s well-being might 
be compromised. 

That’s why we are supporting 
provisions to allow the state to take 
over nursing homes which are dan- 
gerous to their patients and improve 
and bring them up to appropriate 
standards so they will provide a safe 
and healthy environment. As the 
chief regulator of nursing homes, 
the state must play a more active 
role in their oversight. 

You may be thinking that much of 
this agenda is obvious. I mean, 
shouldn’t the state intervene when a 
nursing home becomes a danger to 
its residents? Unfortunately, what is 
obvious is not always what is done. 
That’s why we are backing this 
package, in the hopes that what 
obviously needs fixing will auto- 
matically be fixed, because it’s right 
and it’s the law. 

What are your thoughts about our 
senior security plan, and other 
senior issues?

BE SURE YOUR FOOD IS 
SAFE FOR SUMMER PICNICS 


QUESTION: Our family fre- 
quently plans summer picnics but 
we are concerned about food poi- 
soning. Do you have any sugges- 
tions to prevent this from happen- 
ing? 

ANSWER This is a good question 
since, without a doubt, food-borne 
illnesses are on the rise. More peo- 
ple are getting sick from food relat- 
ed illnesses today than they were 20 
years ago, Because many food relat- 
ed illnesses are not reported, no one 
really knows how many cases there 
are each year. However, the Center 
for Disease Control estimates that 
nine million people each year are 


made sick by food they eat and 
9,000 die because of it. Although 
most cases of food poisonings occur 
in restaurants, food stores, and insti- 
tutional settings, the health- con- 
scious family should still take pre- 
cautions. 

As you mentioned, a picnic is a 
great way to enjoy food, friends, and 
family, as well as the outdoors. 
However, food poisoning can ruin 
the summer fun very quickly. Warm 
temperatures along with improper 
storage and handling can cause food 
spoilage and turn picnic foods into a 
breeding ground for harmful germs 
and bacteria. Food poisoning can 
make you very sick causing 
headaches, severe stomach cramps, 
vomiting, diarrhea, fever and, in 
some cases, even death. 

Here are some tips to help you 
avoid food poisoning: 

- Always wash hands before 
touching food. Forgetting to wash 
hands increases the chance of bacte- 
rial growth. When preparing picnic 
foods, wash hands after touching 
dirty plates, disposing of garbage, 


sneezing our coughing, using the 
restroom, or handling raw food 
products. 

- Keep meat and chicken cold 
before grilling. Use a meat ther- 
mometer and cook meat to the rec- 
ommended internal temperature. 
Don't just eyeball the meat to check 
for doneness, 

- Pack cold foods in coolers with 
lots of ice and keep the coolers in 
the shade. Ideally, coolers should be 
self-draining so water from melting 
ice and foods do not mix together. 

- Foods that normally belong in 
the refrigerator, as well as leftovers, 
should be put back in the coolers as 
soon as you finish eating. Examples 
of these foods are meats, chicken, 
deviled eggs, potato salad, macaroni 
salad, custard or cream pies, mayon- 
naise, milk and cheese. 

- After grilling, put meat, fish and 
chicken on a clean serving plate that 
was not used previously for raw 
meats, 

~ Use marinades and barbecue 
sauces cautiously. Marinade used 
with raw meat should be discarded 


at the picnic site. Barbecue sauce 
should be brushed on cooked meats 
near the end of cooking time. A 
brush that is used on both uncooked 
and cooked meats can cross contam- 
inate, 

- Large quantities of picnic foods 
cooked ahead and stored should be 
cooled quickly in an ice bath or sep- 
arated into smaller containers and 
refrigerated 

- If frozen meats are thawed in the 
microwave. they must be cooked 
immediately and not brought to the 
picnic for later grilling. 

Most food poisonings are caused 
by tailing to wash hands during 
preparation, cross contaminating 
foods with cutting boards, used 
knives and other utensils, or keeping 
foods at inappropriate temperatures. 

If you have any questions about 
food poisoning, contact the 
Environmental Health Division of 
the Health Department. It is through 
the diligent efforts of this depart- 
ment’s sanatarians that our commu- 
nities can feel safe about the com- 
mercially prepared foods they eat.

Ohio Guard wraps up annual training 


P Ohio brings more ~ "

If you think you have been seeing 
more cars and trucks with Ohio 
plates lately, you're not alone. 

Last week marked the fourth and 
final week of annual training (AT) 
for the Ohio Army National Guard 
troops at Camp Grayling. From July 
8 to August 5, more than 2,800 
guard members tested their soldier- 
ing skills at one of Michigan’s pre- 
mier training facilities. 

Lured by numerous firing ranges, 
maneuver areas, and close proximi- 
ty, the Ohio Army National Guard 
has returned to 147,000-acre train- 
ing site for AT for as long as many 
Ohio troops can remember. This 
year was no different. 

“Here, our troops can conduct 
tank gunnery. maneuver, artillery, 
demolition and barrier construction, 
as well as small arms firing,” said 
Lieutenant Colonel Richard 
Willinger, assistant training officer 
for Ohio Army National Guard State 
Area Command. Willinger said the 
installation appeals to Ohio leader- 
ship because it offers opportunities 
for both collective and individual 
tasks all in one place. 

“Camp Grayling has it all,’ he 
said. “It’s also very economical.” 

Hauling equipment and troops in 
military vehicles is less expensive 
than having to ship by rail or air, 
which is typically required when 
sending units to more distant sites, 
Willinger said.

This year, that figure may 
even be higher since many soldiers 
have the opportunity to leave post 
during the training period, Colonel 
Simpson explained. This could 
bring in more than $600,000 in local 
spending by soldiers. 

Though Ohio troops traditionally 
spend about 10 of their 15 AT days 
in the field. Ohio Assistant Adjutant 
General for Army Brigadier General 
Ronald Young encouraged comman-

full-time work as AD this week. 

With the resignation of several 
GHS coaches last year. Banda had 
quite a few positions to fill. Almost 
all of the coaching spots for the fall 
2000 season have been filled at this 
point. including football. 

“The football program is going 
great. The athletes are really fired 
up. Students have been coming out 
of their way to say how much 
they’re enjoying football. and I’ve 
heard a lot of positive comments on 
Coach (Scott) Cousineau,” said 
Banda. “Expectations are high, they 
should be fun to watch.” 

(Cousineau is the new head foot- 
ball coach at GHS this year. Other 
new football coaches include Darrin 
Hawes, varsity assistant, and Matt 
Book. JV assistant. Rick Schmidt, a 
JV assistant last year, has taken over 
head coaching duties following the 
retirement of coaches Chuck 
Spencer and Fred Wolcott. Joe 
Ferrigan and Ron Wyman have 
returned to coach the freshmen foot- 
ball squad. and Doug Pummell will 
be back assisting the varsity team.) 

The football program, which 
starts practicing before any of the 
other fall sports, was the only sport 
officially practicing as of last week. 
All other sports start this week. 


The girls basketball program will 
have a whole new set of coaches this 
year, all of whom are local: Tom 
Mills will coach varsity, Kristi Euler 
JV, and Bob Gorski the freshmen. 

Banda is still in the final stages of 
securing a girls tennis coach, and a 
JV soccer coach may have to be 
found depending on player num- 
bers. Karen Langseth has returned 
to coach the varsity soccer team. 
and Ron Rakoczy will again coach 
the cross country squad. 

Much of Banda’s time as of late 
has been spent gathering material 
for the GHS Fall Athletic Program. 
which features team pictures of 
each fall sports squad and ads from 
local businesses. 

He has also been working on a 
resurfacing project with regard to 
the tennis courts, a project that will 
start this week. The courts. which 
havent been fixed up in over 20 
years, will be coated with a thick 
layer of special paint. making them 
significantly more playable. Banda 
said. 

The football field, despite some 
recent vandalism involving vehicles 
on the field. is ready to go. Banda 
reported. 

“The field looks really good.” he 
said. “Our grounds crews have done 
a really nice job of taking care of the 


field.” 

To help fix the grass, sod was bor- 
rowed from the practice field, and 
many of the damaged portions were 
re-seeded. 

The track, however, is still in need 
of repairs. The problems with the 
track due to the vandalism were not 
immediately apparent. Banda said, 
since the damage was done mostly 
to the track’s sealant layer. After 
rain fell, the damage was much 
more visible. 

Some parts of the track will have 
to be fixed, and the track has to be 
resealed. an expensive process. 
Banda said the track’s surface 
would normally be resealed every 
10-12 years, but because of the 
damage the seal will have to be 
fixed several years ahead of sched- 
ule. 

Soon, Banda will begin working 
on scheduling for next year's athlet- 
ic season. Schedules are done a year 
in advance. so this year’s calendar 
was already finished by the time 
Banda took over. He just has to “fill 
in a few blanks.” he said. 

Overall. he is enjoying his new 
job as AD. 

“It's exciting.” said Banda, “and 
there's a lot to learn. I feel very for- 
lunate to be in this position. It's 
been challenging, but rewarding.”
